A bulletin issued by the Dominion 
experimental farm says: Late blight 
and potato rot .caused considerable 
damage last season to the potato crop 
particularly throughout the Eastern 
section of the continent’ of America, 
In many instances the loss amoynted 
to 25 per cent of the total crop, antl 
more in certain localities. In conse- 
quence, farmers were induced to part 
with their patatocs wore readily this

genéral practice is for farmers to use 
for that purpose the remainder of 
their potatoes in storage towards 
springs.

to this office circulars from 
what is known as the “conser- 
vation commission.” The busi- 
ness of this commission is to de- 
vise ways and means for the con- 
servation of our natural re- 

‘ gources and in the past they 
done some very good work along 
these lines. 

“There is one matter which has 
been brought to our attention 
lately which has evidently es- 
caped the notice of the commis- 
sion, and one which is of great 
importance to the farmers of 
this district. That is the con- 
servation of water, 

At this season of the year aad 
at various times throughout the 
spring and summer, nature deals 
very liberally with us in regard 
to water, but, owing to the lay of 
-the land, this water finds its way 
down through thé ravines and 
coylies to the river and runs 
away as quickly as it comes, 
Consequently we do-not derive 
the benefit fronr it that we 
should. 

In talking over the sani it 
just occurred to us that this con- 
servation commission might’ un- 
earth some scheme whereby this 
water could be ‘conserved and 
utilized, for the ead of both 
man and beast. 

Since our farmers are being 
strongly advised to go.in for 
mixed farming, and since water 
is one of the essentials for mak- 
ing this branch of their work a 
success, it seems too bad that it 
is allowed to run away in this 
manner. Surely it could’ be 
dammed up in the coulies and in 
this way be conserved for use in 
the dry season. :
